tenths of one per cent between No- 
vember and December to a new 
high of 118 per cent of average 
1047-49 prices.

also reported that the average fac- 
tory workers' take-home pay nnd 
the purchasing power of his pay- 
check rose tc record levels in De- 
cember, despite the rise in the 
cpst of living: 
wAt the year's end, the average 
factory take-home pay was almost 
2 per cent higher than in Novem- 
ber and about 5 per cent higher 
over the year.
